But there is not 
any fuch thing; he that confiders the perpetual fupply of 
Chyle, by the Dudtus Theracicus, and with how much 
cafe it is transformed a great part into Blood, by the fimi- 
lar aGtion of that which pre-exifted in the veins, ( toge- 
ther with the concurring aid of the Heart, and fangutfe- 
vous emunctory veffels ; and the previous alterations inthe 
ftomach and inteftines ) will imagine neither the produ- 
ion of Bloud, nor the reparation of it, to be fo tedious 
and hard a matter: Nor isit true, that the Blond is fo 
eafily ftained with hoftile tinétures , fince it is a liquor 
that is in perpetual depuration, and hath the convenience 
of fo many ont-/ets to difcharge it felf by.

inthis left region, itis their particular fiudy, and a di- 
find profelfion, tomake people fat, but "tis by other 
courfes then Phlebotomy. In fhort, I my felf have 
been ler blood above foarfcore times, and yet am 
1gat < and fo far from being feavouri/ly inclined,that 
I never had any except the Afeafils once, and Small- 
poxtwice: and twice a tertian Ague + and I find no 
imbecillity or prejudice inthe leaft that fhould induce 
me torepent what J have done, or refolve againft it for 
the future: But we muft diftinguifh upon what is 
produced by any thing as its canfe, and what 1s only a 
concomitant thereof: If it tes thonfand times proves 
otherwife, we mutt not impute the growing fat-of one 
Patient to Phlebotomy indefinitely, but rather to fome 
alteration the difeafe (in which it wasapplyed ) hath 
wrought in bis body,to his Avaleptic diet, and courfe of 
life, fubfequent thereunto3 or to his individual tenm- 
per. And perhaps it may be not zmpertinent to add 
here, that as Diftillation and the burning of the blood

Pest diftersin {pecie, but often ix indiviaxo :. and ux- 
doubtedly , according as the wenome, and venenate 
fymptomes differ, fo would the feveral bodies ik dil- 
fected. 


As to the reafons why the Galenif?s donot fufpend 
the cure of the pef intirely upon Déaphoreticks , 
and repeated Sudorifics, I find that they do urge

Fourthly, ‘Though they do very much commend the 
Zutentions of fuch as would prefently and without any 
delay expel the morbific poyfons yet they conceive 
that where the Plague arifeth from previous evil bu- 
mours congetted in the body by an #xfeafonable year, 
evil diet, orthelike , thatthemthe\cale differs much 
from what it is when it is contra@ed bya forretgn con- 
tagion 3 and therefore whatever reafons may be al- 
ledged inthe laff cafe, they.cannot admit the Method 
as univerfal: they do apprebendthatin the jrrjé cafe 
the putridity is incorporated, and become\asit were 
innate tothe mafsof blood,and is no more to be elimi- 
nated by Sweat,then mu Stine in drink is exterminated 
by its working ont the yeaft: Befides, they do not per- 


‘ceive that the fick receive fuch benefit when Nature 


difchargesit felt into the Sk#a,by. the Spots, or Tokens, 
that 
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that they fhould imitate that operation by promoting 
fweat: they are afraidthat potent /weats may divert 
Nature from her #fwal and iutended courfe of difchar- 
ging it felf into the Glandales,and whileft a double eva- 
cuation ispurpoled bythe Phyfician, the Patient may 
find the benefit of xeither, the fweat being fo power- 
ful as to difturb that other motion 5 and the bamours in

Laftly,. Suppofing the Plague to be a venenate difeafe 
they donot conceive that all poyfons are to be cured 
one way,and that by fweat,efpecially as foon as ever they 
aretaken ; much more if they be of a Septic nature: 
they donot believe fwesting tobe the remedy for Arfe- 
nic, or Laps infernalis, fhouldany take them. But if 
it were, yet fometimes there is {uch a plethoric habit of 
body, andthe veins are fo diftended either naturally OF 
through the febrile agitation of humours, that tis Z7m-= 
prudent and dangerous to promote fweat, till Phlebotomy 
be premifed : for thereby the febrile heat will be mi- 


tigated,obftructions removed,the blood veatilated and 


capable of a further rarefaction in order to fweat, and 
tran{piration promoted, and Nature inclined to {weat 5 
for bleeding doth not draw inthe humours, or poyfor, 
but carries.it out tothe circumference , as expertence 
doth teftifie, and confequently is rather /ubfer- 
vient unto, than oppofite to the indication that others

Thefearethe molt folid Objedtions I have met with

Thofe judicious perfons 
do confider the variety of Peffs, that fomeof them 
are by forreign contagioz,and {eile upon healthy bodies s 
inthefe they are willing that the vexome be eliminated 
prefently by fweat, except the Plethoric habit make it 
neceflary to bleed firft,and then they /weat them after- 
wards immediately : taking all sveagénable care for to 
preferve their ftrength: they alfo know thatin fuch 
- times as the Patients have been ufedtoan#Z diet , and 
debilitated through poverty and mifery, that in fuch 
cafes even Galen wou'd not allow bleeding: for how 
requifite foever it may befor the difease , fuch perfons 
cannot bear it: They know that fome Plagues are at= 
tended with little or no Feaver, yet attended with 
fgmptomes dangerousand mortal; in thefe cafes they 
are for. Cordial-Alexipharmacal Diaphoreticks, and pro- 
mote /weatas earneftly asany Helwontian : in others 
the Plagueis attended with a Sywochus and putrid Fea- 
wer, in thefe they divide their cures, and regard both 
che Feaver and the pe/tilential venome, &c. according 
asthe ftrength of the Patient will bear (they confider 
hot only his prefent but futare f{trength) they pro- 
ceed to Phlebotomy: fometimes they obferve the 
Pligue to be fo gentle, that the infettedcan go up and. 
down. and feels little or no indi/pofition in himfelf: in 
this cafe they only continue the motion of Nature by 
mild Alexipharmaca,that the Botch or Carbuncle do not 
fivike in again, and perform thereft by a follicitons €hi~ 
vurgery. In fine, asthere is nothing more rational than 
all their folicitude in cures: fo they know that in fo 
defperate adifeafe , there is no courfeto be left unat- 
tempted: the way by Alexipharmaca and Sudorifics 
come from them,and is properly theirs: but they urge 
wo method geyerallp in any difeafe almoft; knowing

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that the fame diftemper may be cured feveral wayes by

motional men, following the ancient Methods of Science, 
have outsdone all that ever the ignorant rafh Experi- 
ment ators of this Age could imagine. [havea long time 
defigned a Collection. ofall the choice Experimental 
Writers upon Epidemical difeafes, whether peftilentzal, 
or zot 5 together with the Hiifories of difeafes that 
are otherwife of a facile cure, and are changed by the 
tninture of a. pestilential venome : for as: there is no- 
thing more daxgerons andintricate than fuch difeafes, 
fo there isinothing wherein thegenerality of Phy fici- 
ans are lefs acquainted: ‘tis an effect of the zovelty 
and curiofity after Anick-knacks which infatuates this 
Generation, and willruine the mex¢: there iso much 
of pedantryinreading, ‘tis fomuch more p/eafant, and 
divertiveto talk of, to make Obfervations about¥free- 
wing, then to read over Galen de typis, that I do not 
wonder to find D. ©%. not fo underftand what the 
Type of a difeafeis: but Ido wonder how he purl 
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fayI was intollevably ignorant in the Rudiments 
of jbpfick , for {peaking as Galew, and the beft Phy- 
cians do: { may accommodate to thefe impudent 
Scholiaftsthat faying of Hippocrates. They that are 
fick , anddo not know themfelves to be fo, Have 
an imbecillity in their Jntelletiuals, Such men 
are poflefied with a defireto prepare their own Medica- 
ments, contrary to Lato ; and neglect the ftudy of 
zeceffary and xfeful Books in their Profeffion, whichis 
contrary to all Bealon ; “Tis eafie to forefee that 
the zex Age willfcarce be furnilhed With a wife state/- 
man, Phyfician, or Civilian, and perhaps fearce yield 
an accomplifhed Divine, or an intelligent Sheriffe, or 
quftice of Weace. Andthis evil is become remedilefs, 
by reafon that the contempt of Uxiverfity-learning, 
and megleé of ftudying, hath fo decayed the Trade of 
Book- felling, that no manthat is defrows can furnifh. up 
a Library; which] find too true, being not able to re- 
pair the /off of a choice Gollection of Phy fick-books,

Having thus explained thenatureof the Pef?,, E re- 
turnto the Argument of-—-G. T. which gave occafi- 
on thereunto.

But neither is the antecedent 
true alwayes3 asany man acquainted withthe Afedi- 
cial Hiftory of Poyfons doth know : for although up- 
on the firft taking, they areto be attempted with. pe- 
culiar Antidotes , yet if afterwards they produce a 
Feaver inthe Patient, or if there be danger of it, Phle- 
botomy is both ufed and allowed, bythe Authority of 
Paulus, Avicenna, and Haly-Abbas, and other eminent

If hetake Quiddam deleterinm and a cer- 
tain venenofity for oné and the fame thing: itis moft 
falfes fhew. me the effects thereof fuch as are vifible

If 
any man‘cad fhew me any Difpenfatozxp made’ by any 
Furopean Phyfictans (fince there was fo much ‘as ‘a 
SG2ad11ated Dolor ) that was previows to the diftind 
Profeflion of apothecaries, Twill ownthen (though 
it be a certainuntruth +) thatthe practife (Idonot fay 
patifing )° “of the “Apothecury in the Muartane, 
was contrary tothe rales of Phy fick, and thecale well 
propofed by D.'47.° All menare at the wercy of fuch 
as write what they will, and defame as they pleafe, and 
permit not others to vindicate themfelves , nor unde- 
ceive the World. Tis a#ecerterous to'pinnion amans 
hands, and then ‘beat him.’ In reference to that Cox- 
trover fie, I add that the Statutes of the Colledge com- 
mand the Phyfictans to fend their Bis to an Honetl

I have not feen any reafow-alledged, that is likely to 
convert the Aagiftrates throughout Hurope to. permit 
it: or, togain a. repeal of the two laft Edi@s in Den- 
mark-againtt it: ‘Tis, an evil prefidentto difpute a- 
gainft wife Laws : ‘tis worfle to ad againft them: and 
what confequences it willbring upon the Land, to 
fee one Profe{{ion retrench upon another, let the Lawyers 
judge: The begioner of this, Novelty, the Lord Ba- 
con, {topped not at Natural Philofophy; but carried on 
his humour to attempt.or projed a change of our Laws.

I could with my 4dverfary , inftead of confulting 
the Novum Organum of the Lord Bacon, had been con-

cination,as he now does, which renders hisdifcourie 
intricate, confused, and oftentimes émepertinent, tothe 
great diftraction of his Reader , and vexation of his 
Antagonift, He perpetually miftakes through an 
Ignorantio Elenchi: he never apprehends what he oppo- 
feth. That the Galenifts do define a Feaver by a pre- 
ternatural heat diffufed through the whole body, istrue: 
They are contented tocall that a Feaver , whichthe 
vulgar does {o, and accordingly to defize if: Not but 
they diftinguifh in Feawers the Material and Formal 
caufe thereof; as alfothe feveral Effrcieets thereof : 
and in their Method of curing, except neceiity’ puc 
them upon another procedure, they do alwayes, and are 
obliged to do fo by the Rules of their Art, to remove 
the Caufe of the Feaver: and this is notorious to ail 
that underftand the firft Elements of Phyfick. They 
confider the evident, occafional procatardick Caufes : 
they confider the Axtecedent caufes,which though they 
are not the immediate and eonjan® Caufes of the Fea- 
wer , yet difpofe unto it; and are of fuch importance 
as that they may often degenerate into immediateand 
conjunc Caufes: and, which is more, inthe Cure they 
do not only regard the Canfe which gave birth unto, 
and produced the Difeafe, but that which doth foment 
and comtinue it, andthat which may produce or increafe 
it. Cenferidebet canfa non qua facit, aut fecit folum, 
fed & que faciet nifi quis obftet. And although the 
curing of the Difeafe, or Feaver, be the objed of their 
defigns yet asal/ (oile men comfider by what means 
ihe ends they propofe to themfelves may be effeited , fo 
dothey deliberate how they (hall effect their defigns: 
and that is by removing the Caufe of the Afalady: But 
as in other defigns it frequently happens, fo here they 
often meet with twpediments, which mult beremoved, 
before they can profecute their intentionsby Mret 
means, Upon this account they are forced upon ma- 
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ny actions which: they confefs are not immediately 
conduciveto thecureof ra Feaver, which yet they. par- 
fie, becaufe (oithout Doing fo, the indifpofition 
either could not be cured, or not with fuch fafety as 
becomes prudewt perfons. Few of them ever bleed” 
that Tknow of meerly for refrigeration, and the extir- 
pation of the formal heat , without regard to the ma- 
terial caufe of it 5 which is to be concoded and ejected 
by Nacure. Though Phlebotomy be but one optra- 
tio , yeti produceth {unaogp eficitg in the body,

nig: the Plethora, and fo. to prevent the violence of 
the facceeding difeafe, and dangerous fymeptomes that 
mayinfues and them the veins are too much diftended, 
to facilitate and fecure the operation of  fabfequent 
Medicines that are ufed to evacuate the Antecedent 
Gasfe, and to waturate and expeditethe continent mor- 
hifick canfe : Befides, it promoies tran{piratiog incre- 
dibly, gives a ze motion to thofe humours which toge- 
ther with the blood opprefs. and indanger the internal 
and principal parts, Wt deverts them from the fead, and 
draws thew fromthe heart, langs, flomach and bowels. 
‘nto the habit of the bodys whereby Nature being a/e- 
wiated profecutes her recovery by waturation and ex- 
pulfion of the peccant depraved matter, deducing to its 
propen frate that which is femi-putrid, and not zrrecove- 
nably vitiated, and feparating firft, then exterminating 
what is éacorrigébles So the Patient.recovers.

InGreece, whenthe Athlete 
or WraStlers were publickly maintained, the obfervati- 
on indeed was more facilethan mow , but every Coun- 
trey almoft yields frequent cafes of fuch an indi/po(t- 
tion: particularly’tis eafily to be remarqued in ffrong, 
healthy and plethorick Children, whofe {adden death, is 
it often arifeth from wo other canfe, foit aftonifherhthe 
Oulgar,and ufually raifeth in them fulpicions of Witch- 
craft, Hippocrates. and Galen having taken notice ef 
tne:

Unever read of any Phy fician, 
who in his directions for health recommended unto his 
Patient that courfe of life wherein the Athlete were 
bred up, thereby to acquire fucha Plethoric habit: 
and whateverthe prefent fawity were which they in- 
joyed asto firength of body, their intelediuals were 
very dull, and the moft wnderftanding perfons would 
have thought it prudential in fuch a cafe to broach 
fome of the Balfome of life, and weaken Nature thereby, 
rather thanto live in a perpetual danger of fuch perial- 
lows difeafes as that Evexy fubjeCteth men unto: But 
our Helwontian doth think otherwife. 

If fuch an habit of body be thus perilous during per- 
fed health how ought a PAy ficiaz to apprehend it upon 
the firft approaches of ficknef6 ¢ Doth not thes Nature 
addto the redumdance of blood bya defective tran{pirae 
tion 5 whereas the veins are fo full as notto be able 
to contain more? Is not the pal/e weak, flow, and 
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oppreffed, and the Heart fo debilitated as aot to be able

If icbetrue, that Nature doth often- 
times alleviate even in the beginning, and 
in the ett cure Difeafes by fpontaneous 
evacuations of Blood,acthe Nofe,and Ute- 
rus,by vomitingand flool, thena Phyfice- 
an , whole bufinels it is to zmitate Na- 
ture in her beneficial Operations , 1s fufhi- 
ciently antborifed and impowered to pra- 
aife dne Phlebotomy, by the bef of Prefz- 
dents. 


Having premifed thefe Concluftons, which areall e7- 
ther proved in the foregoing difcourfe, or evident in 
themfelves toall underftanding men: I {hall proceed 
togive an account of the Reafous why Phyficiansdo fo 
frequently andin{o mamy Difeafes prattile Blood-let- 
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sings and thofe deduced from its oariety of effects it 
Humane bodies : For itis not a fixgle Remedy {ubfer- 
vient unto one Izdication, or End, but conducing to 
many, and therefore made ufe of upon feveral oceafions 
to Different intentions.

Before I come to particulars, it is neceflary I tell you 
that-in the care of all difeafes Phyficians propofe unto 
themfelves fundry confiderations: they regard the 
difeafe,the antecedent caufes, and the fywptomes which 
attend or will ewfuethereupon either generally, or in 
fuch an individual conftitution: they employ their 
cares to prevent fome inconveniences , as Well asto re- 
drefothers. Some remedies they make ufe of be- 
caufe they are nece/fary 5 of fome, becaufethey are bea 
neficial, yet may the difeafe (‘tisgranted ) be cured 
otherwife, incafethe Patient have a re/ud¢ancy thereto, 
or for fome private reafons the Phyficians efteem it fit- 
ting to alter theircourfe. Upon this account ’tis af- 
fented unto, that many diftempers way be cured with- 
out Phlebotomy, which yet are ordinarily cured with it, 
or may be fo: And herein the difagreement of Pi fi- 
cians, or different procedures are all according to their 
Art, noris it denied but chat 4 of them may atchicve 
their ends by their feveral Methods. So that it isa grofs 
paralogifme for any onetoconclude thi or that Phy i» 
cian is miftaken, or takes'a wrong courfe, becaule axo- 
ther takes or prefcribes a different onc, All the Phyfi- 
cians in Spain, France and Italy do not bleed with equ.l 
profefence: InGermanyand England fome do prattife 
more frequent Phlebotomies, than others do : and mez- 
ther of the parties do etre, in cafethe other remaining 
Method be inviolately obferved. Itisin humane bo- 
diesas it is inthe body Politichk, where there tsa Ade- 
thod of ruling though it be on on by feveral wayes 
a and

and means; and whilft each States-mzan doth prudenti- 
ally {way the Government, procuring peace and plenty 
to the fubject,his conduct,though it vary from that of 
his Predeceffour, isnot tobeblamed. Itisnotto be 
doubted but that many grievows diftempers are cured 
by Nature,without the ufe of any remedies at all: Yet 
will no wife man adventure hislife on fuch izcertain- 
ties: ‘tis not to be denied but fome are cured with 
fewer Remedies than others are: But yet ‘tis not .pra- 
dence to put Nature upon foo great a fire, or to ac- 
count all means zamecefary which are not abfo-utely 
requifite, or without which the effeé may ( though 
with more difficulty, and hazard) be brought to pals, 
It lyeth upon the Phyfician therefore to. purfue af 
thofe means which may fecure the life of his Patient, to 
alleviate the. difeafe in its courfe by preventing all 
troublefome and, mitigating all dangerous fymptomes, 
and to facilitate as. weil as haften hy recovery. Itisnot 
queftioned but Patients have been and maybe recovered 
of Feavers with /ttle or no blood-letting 5 yet when I 
confider the great hazard theyrunin that courfe , the 
vexatious and perilous fywptomes which they. languith 
under longer. and with more véolexce than others, | can- 
not approve.of the prac#ife,nor think the Phyficzan dif- 
chargeth his duty and a good coufcience in fo doing: 
Extrema necelffiras in moralibus, ut cerium eft, vocatur, 
quando eft probabile periculum: and the Patient doth 
offend, again{t himfelf, 1f he refuletotake a befitting 
courfe againft dangers that probably are impending ; 


and the Phyficzan doth trefpals againtt bis weighbour, if 
he do not propofe and pra@ife fucha courfe. ¢* [ 


‘cannot (to ufe the words of the incomparable Rio- 
‘Janus ) I cannot without pity to the fick, and fome 
‘ refentment againft the. Phyfician, read in Platcrus’s Ob- 
‘fervations, how fundry of his Patients were broyled 
‘and correfied with burning Feavers, whom he never /et 
‘blood. Hedoth relate of himfelf, how he was fick of 
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© 4 molt burning Feaver, yet did he never fo muchas let 
¢himfelf bloodtherein, albeit that it were requifite in 
‘thofe cafes. Such are not obliged to their Doctors, 
‘but peculiarly to the Divine Providence fortheir re- 
‘covery. | 
It was the wsature confideration of that tendernefs woh 
is requifite in Phyjiciaes towards their Patients which 
advanc’d the prefent courfe of Phy fick to its glory above 
allother Methods : it being endeared to our efteem by 
all thofe regards that reprefent it as prudential. It was 
not introduced by chance,orthe fwbilety of fome per- 
fons.but the choice of alljand fo eftablifhed by the Az2- 
gifiracy,that to tranfgrefs againtt the traditions of this 
Art, was criminalina Phy fician,even by oxrLaw:. It 
may in fome cafes{eemto be troublefome and unplea- 


fant; yet SAFETY requires it: It may feem te- 
diows {ometimes by wultiplication of Adedicines 5 yet 


Jouderwce obligeth by, a2 thofe means to pelerve 
ano fecure life 5 and if the omi(frox thereof be cri- 
mizalin a Phyfician ( in cafe of any finifter accident, 
why is not the practife laudable @ Would Men but 
ferioufly confider:How much danger they run, and How 
much more they. fufferupon the megligence or indulgence 
of a Phyfician, who leavesall to Neture, and advifeth 
them to wear out a diftemper , they would rather hate, 
than Jove fuch a.Mans and the apprehenfion they 
fhould have for the wnuecellary jeopardy be pur 
them on would extenuate his credit very much: The 
moft rafh and bretifpcounfels may fucceed well; but 
yet the moft prudeat are to be preferred. 

Amontt Phyfitians (Ido not reckonthe Helmonti- 
ans a8 any) there isno doubt but a Plethorichk in- 
difpofition. requires Phlebotomy; Nature being fur- 
charged with db/ood forceth us thereunto, leaft fome 
vein fhould break in the La#gs, or the Patient be 
{trangled with that excefs:, this is called Plethorg quoad 
vafa: whenthe veflels are fo full of blood, that there 
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4s danger of; their breaking’, or that the blood fhould 
fiagnate inthe Heart, Lungs or Head, there wanting 
room for its weotion: or take fome izordinate courfe, 
and fo Strangle the Patient. 

Thereis anotherredandancy of Blood whichis ca}- 
led Plethora quoad vires, orfucha plenitude of blood as 
brings along with it no apparent hazard of breaking 
the wefels , yet doth it opprefs Nature{o astherebyto 
become redundant: Icismorethan jhe canbear inthe 
prefent juntiure 5 tts more than fhe can rule, and it 
will fuddenly fallinto an exorbitant motion, to the de- 
triment of fome principal part, in cafe timely preventi- 
on be not uled. In both thefe cafes (in which the 
blood is not fuppofed to be much depraved from its #a- 
tural eftate) all do allow of Phlebotomy , and if it be 
timely put in execution, #t may hinder the progrefs 5 
however #f expedites the cure of the difeafe. In thefe 
cafes we confider not only the prefent plenitude, but al- 
fo the future, what may be ina few dayes, tothe great 
exafperation of thedifeafe, and peril of the Patient: 
For it is poflible that in the firft beginnings of a difeafe 
there may be neither of thefe plenitudes, but they 
may enfuea little after: For when the infen{ible tran- 
f{piration fhall havebeen a while abated (as inguietude, 
pain, and watching will abate it) the Blood degene- 
rates, and no longer continuing its ufual deperation, 
thofe excrementitious particles which were lodged in 
the habit. of thebody and pores Go remix with the fan 
guine maff, and become like fomany fermentative cor- 
pufcles agitating and attenmating the blood , fo that 
whereas before there was no plenitude, now there is: 
that the excrementitions particles do contract a fer- 
menting heterogeneous quality different from what they 
had inthe Blood appears hence, that thofe which /weat 
much (asthe xew-comers inthe Indies) their {weat is 
lef6neyfome and biliows by far, thanit isin thofe that 
{weat wore feldome s Thus Soot is a different ee 
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from any thing that isburned. Hence it isthat thofe 
particles being reimbibedinto the blood are fo offenfive 
to the xervows parts, and introduce a laffztude, asif the 
body were furcharged with a plenitude. Befidesthefe 
imo cafes in which Phlebotomy {eems to be dire@ly in- 
dicated bya Plethora or furcharge of blood: It is pra- 
&ifed in other cafes by way of revulfion when the 
Elood andiatermixed Hamours flow into any determi- 
nate part, or are fixed there as in Apoplexiess Squinan- 
cies,and Piurifies: foras upon diffedion it is manifelt, 
that in fuch difeafesthere is a greater cflucof Blood 
than upon other occafions, foitis evident by long ex 
perience,that Phlebotomy doth alter its courfe, and\ draw 
back the blaod {oas that fometimes after that the firft 
blood hath run more pwre and defecated,the fublfequent 
hath been purulent, as if the conjun& caufe of the Plen- 
rifie or Squinancy had been evacuated thereby. In re- 
ference to fuch fluxes of the bloodto determinate paris, 
we ufually confider what in 2 probability may hap- 
pen, as well as what is at prefent urging : and there- 
fore for prevention thereof we let blood upon great 
contufions and wourds. le is alfo practifed by way of 
derivation, when welet blood nearto the affiGed part, 
thereby to evacuate part of the imparted matter: 
Thus Van der Heyden did frequently let his Patients 
sloodin the fame foot for the Gout: Thus ina Squi- 
nakcy to openthe Jugulars, it isa derivative Phleboto- 
my. in alithefe cafes all Phyfictans agree to the re- 
ceived practife: but in cafe that the difeafe be not 
meerly funguine, but feem to arife ratherfrom a Cacho- 
chymy, of redundance of evilhumonrs, than any pleni- 
tude, oY exorbitant motion of the Blood: here many 
Phy ficians cry up that Rule: That 39lethozick Dif- 
eafes require Phlebotomy , but thofe that avite 
from a Cachochymiyp require erpurgation, Here 
they accumulate a multitudeof arguments; and un- 
doubtedly, fince fo great men are of that fide, it my 
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needs bethat they have cured thofe difeafes without phle- 
botomy. But the coutrary pradife hath fo many abet- 
tors whofe credit equalleth or exceeds that of the 
others; and Experience in a multitude of cafes hath 
fhewed the great efficacy of Blcod-lettizg ina Cacho- 
chymy or meer impurity of the Adaf of Blood: and fo 
prodigious isthe efficacy thereof in promoting tran{pi- 
ration , and opening Q\l the emunttory paffages of the 
body, in preventing of putrefadion, and expediting of 
the concoction, andin refrigerating the whole habit, that 
Hippocrates and Galez did refolveitin general, Chgq¢ 
wheuloever any great Dileale DID feife upon anp 
Werlon, if-he were of Strength and aqe to 
bear it, be ought tobe let blood, The srcbians 
diffented trom this pradiife, but Maffarias (after Jac. 
chinws and the Florentine Academy) did prudently re. 
vive it, and folidly defend the Tenet: and the bappy 
Cures did foconvince the World of the truth of their 
Affertions, that all Italy ia a manner was prefently re- 
ducedunder them, and France and Spain; fo that 
though they did , and doftill in Spsiz and Italy retain 
Avicen to be read in their Univerfities as well as Hippo- 
crates, yet herein they have abandoned the Arabians‘ 
and they which doadhear tothat old Maxime of pur- 
ging out the evil hemours, when they abound, doalfo 
comply with the Héppocratical prattife , and by new 
excufes accommodate ## to their principles : So that as 
to moi difeafes tis agreed (though upon different 
grounds ) what may or wu it be dove. _Fewnow are fo 
timorows in bleeding as heretofore; and wherethat 
apprehenfion is {till continued, the Phy(iciazs rather.

Concerning JOurqing many are very tizorows, be- 
caufethat a Loofene/S is dangerous in the Small Pox ::as 
alfo becaufe that. they fear leaft it fhould divert the 
Humours fromtheir satural tendency, and draw them 
into the Bowels. But neither of thefe Reafons are of 
any great validity. For neither is a momentany Loofe- 
ne(S Cand ‘tis that which is equipollent to a Atinorative 
perge) dangerous inthe firft beginning of the Small 
Pox,before they come forth ; Nor is there any danger 
that a gentle Purge fhould create a Flux3 but rather 
prevent any fuch fubfequent evil, by carrying off the 
peccant Humours , which by continuing in the ftomach 
and ixztestines would contract a malignity. And in- 
deed this con(ideration 1s of fuch importance, that it 
ought to {way a Phyficiaz to give fome Lenitive inthe 
beginning,when he tees occafion. Neither will fe there- 
by divert Nature fromthe expu/fiow, but rather facili- 
tate it, and by diminifhing part of the redundant Hz- 
mours enable her to overcome the reft with more eafe : 
whereupon 4ugenivs, Ranchinows, Francifcws Rubeus, 
Riverius, Gregorious Horftius, and other excellent Pra- 
ditioners do take this courfe.

fidents of the French Phyfictans; who neither want 
fiffictent knowledge intheir Faculty, nor profperows fuc- 
ce to urge againft all Cavillers : And this they may 
have done, not that ever they could judge it a (ove. 
neculiat to the French, but becaufe that Natron is 
our next Neighborr, and fo well known unto us, that 
theyneeded not extend their difcourfe ferther: nordo 
there want reafons to thew that If it be requifite for 
the French, aed they can bear it: It ig moze requi= 
fite for us, and twe cat better tolerate it. For 
our diet is more plentiful,our habit of body more firms 
our innate beat, by the coldnefs of our Climate, more 
concentrated and vigorous out redundance of bloud is 
greater : and our pores more denfe and apt to be obfté- 
ated, than theirs; and if we msy aggravate the ma- 
lady from the difmal effeits and impreflions it produ- 
ceth inthe faces of the fick,{ think I may fay it (I ne- 
ver wasin France ) that the Small Pox are worfe in 
England (which izdicates greater Remedies, forthe 
moft partthan inFrazce, fince the difafters which be- 
fall good faces are more frequent and notorious here 
than amongtt t bev.

rations which arife fromthe general feafon of the year 
ortheparticular malignity of the Difeafe at that time. 
or the idiofgucrafy or peculiar temperament of the 
fick, or what is fiagular to fome families. In the 
Small Pox there happen frequently three forts of Fea 
vers: onein the beginning, which ufually terminates 
onthe fourth day, or when they come forth : Another 
which begins when'the small Pox begin to come to 
Jupjwrate : according to that old faying , Febris fecit 
variolas, & variole febrem.

gives the humors.a freer courfe through the flefh, their 
fkin is more perfpirable, and their zanate heat more vi- 
gowrows than in others: Ie is alfo true, that they do 
hold that fometimes the Small Pox are fo mild , that 
there 
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there is /t#le or nothing to be done by the Phyfician : 
But tis nolefstrue, that from the dayes of Avicenna 
and Rbafes unto ours, none ever ‘thought or writ, that 
the Cure was abfolutelp of 20 moment. For Avicenna 
in his Treatife of the Sal? Pox reprefents unto us a 
great deal of damger inthe Difeafe; and though he 
grant it isfometimes facile 5 yet he cautions the Rea- 
der fufficiently how malignant, perilous and mortalit 
is atothertimes. Horatiavs Augeniws and others aver, 
that this Ebslition is fometimes fuch as tendstothe 
depuration and perfecting of the blood; and fometimes 
to its depravation and patrefaction: And as they com- 
pare the one tothe ebullitioz of Muft, by which it is im- 
proved unto good Wine, fo they compare the other to 
thofe effervefcenciesin Wine whenit frets, and dege- 
merates. Neither is Doctor. Sydenham lefs miftaken, 
when heforbids the Phyfician to make ufe of any ge- 
nervous Medicaments, but to leave the whole work to Na- 
ture, and to proceed accordingto that Regimen which 

~he fuggefts 5 he reprefenting the di/eafeas facile init 
felf; and only mortal or dangerous by theerrors of the 
Narfe, or Phyfictan: Whereas it is evident that the 
Small jor are at fome times accompanied with 
greater danger and worfe Feavers than at other times :

Therenundancy of evil humors they do ap- 

prehend to carry this hazard in #f, that it may pervert 

the whole zsa/s of bleod upon the febrile efferveffence, 

and add {uch a maligzity tothe morbifick matter in its 

expulfion, that the evacuatfon thereof by puffules may 

not put a period unto that Feaver), but continue or exaf + 

perate it, to the mortal danger of the Patient: fuch 

evils they think may eafily be prevented by a due me- 

thodinthe beginning ; butin the progrefof the Dif- 

eafe, they are either remedilef, ornot to becured but 

with much difficulty.

and Luags. And thereforethey think it ought to be 
their care to-witifie the humors, and fortifie thofe 


parts. 


Fourthly, They confider the wamner of their erupsi- 
on; andif they.come ont kindly, they intermeddle not : 
If they either come out flowly , and in the mean time 
create Epileptick and conuul (ive fits, or other danger- 
ous {ymptomes, they promote their coming ont ; and 
according as they perceive by their colour, and other 
figns, that they are malignast , they apply themfelves 
to amend thofe defaults: If they find Nature to exor- 
bitate in their expulfioz, aud that they come out fo 
thick that there is not fuffscient room for them, but 
that they run one into another : If the Fever conti- 
nue,or éacreafe,becaufe that deftroyes the due /uppura- 
tion of the puiéules, they apply themfelves to moderate 
the exceffivench of that evacuation , and to correé that 
Feaver,which is not to be terminated by any #em excre- 
sion of thatkind, buttobe cured ina manner as other 

utrid Feavers are: and in this cafe all jadicions men 
mutt allow no greater regard to the Small Pox, thana 
fymptomatical evacuation deferves. 


Fifthly, They imploy their care in fecuring {uch 
parts as are particularly indangered by their eruption 5 
expedite the maturation of them, if itbeto flow, and 
dificult; hinder their regref, and {uffer not any recre- 
mentitions particles again to reincorporate with the 
blood,and beget anew Feaver, ot other dangerous fynsp- 
tomes and in cafe any new diftemper happen (as fomes

Phyficzans: thefe things Dottor Wills ( whofe fhort 
ditcourfe of this difeafe contains in a manneral! that 
our beft Writers do fuggeft) doth propofe to him- 
felf: and whofoever doth ponder well the courfe of 
the difeafé mutt aflentthereunto. Letthe A/otion be 
critical all intelligent mem know, that before the 
Crifis, if we perceive any threatning danger, that Na- 
ture cannot command the exorbitatizg bnmors, but 
that the prefent fyaptomes are perillous,and the future 
iffue uncertain: If the Crifis be immoderate, and not 
agreeable to our defiress jf it bring no 2leviation to 
the Patient, our hands are not bound up, Nor are we 
prohibited to intermeddle even by generous Remedies: 
As little are we confined by the Hypothefis of Dottor 
Sydenham: for, if Nature be inclined ‘to change the 
féate of the blood, yet are we obliged to affit her, if 
fhe be too weak, and deficient, or exorbitant + and 
our providence hath the fame liberty to exert it felf, 
that any other principles indulge it in. 


I come now to thofe Afeans by which Phyficians 
principally are faid toact: and thofe arethe great Re- 
medics, of vomsting, gentke purges, and bleeding and 
to declare the ufefulnefs thereof; ‘tis neceffary that 
we confider the Sal Pex under a twofold notion. 
As the #eaper precedes; and as thofe Wuflules do 
accompany it: Ithinkthofe Phyficiazs to have written 
moft difcreetly , who divide Feavers into two forts:

For in the firft cafe, isa certain fign that 
Nature is not able to govern thofe humors in the first 
eruption, either becaule of their walignity, or fur- 
charge: and if it be not to be done by her, when 
the Difeafe is not arrived to its eight; nor the 
as yet much debilitated: how can we imagine, 
but fhe muft fail in the vigour of it? It is there- 
fore requifite that a Phyfician ( duly confidering 
all circumftances ) do proceed to fecure the infirm by 
a minute, and perhaps iterated blood-letting, Foritis 
not dere as in other putrid or malignant Feavers, in 
which we havea greater latitude of practife; and what 
Nature cannot effect by one way of termination , may 
be accomplifhed by another. The concomitant Pox 
alter the courfe of the Feaver, and fufferit to admit of 
no otheriffue, but by a due maturation of the Puftules : 
fince therefore that Phlebotomy promotes the eruption, 
and by altering the texture of the whole body and fa- 
cilitating tran/piration doth diminifh the morbifick 
matter, hinder putrefadion, extinguith the Feaver, and 
fo alleviate Nature, that fhe is enabled toprofecute 
happilyher work; I fee no reafon, but that it ought to

appearMalignant intheir frjt coming forth, their 
continuance will’prove fatal, if this Remedy be not 
applyed: for we-have none fo effedfual. No Mino- 
ratives can be ufed to difburthen part of the hu- 
mour 3 No powerful Cordials : for thofe,however they 
feem to yield a’prefent benefit, do in the iflue debilitate 
Nature, diffipate the fpirits, retard the maturation, and 
oftentimes increafe the Feaver, and occafion a Phreni- 
tis, or other deadly /ymptomes. Veficatories are at- 
tended with no lefs jeopardy, not only for that they 
frequently caufe ‘bloody Urines, and exulcerate the 
Bladder, and procutea vexatious ténafmus, ( whichI 
have feento fall out, when they were applyed in other 
diftempers*). but becaufe the i-conditioned matter be- 
ingattractedtothem, may caufea Gangrene, orother- 
wife endanger the Patient: upon which ‘account, Ido 
not remember any that éver propofed thew in this 
Difeafe. *Tistrtre, I knew a Perfox of Honour, who in 
France was four times blooded pretty largely before 
their eruption, and then had Pigeons applyed to ‘his 
face and other places ( becaufe they came’ not forth 
well) and fo was recovered: °Tistrue that Profper Al- 
pine dothcommend InunGions with Nitre and’ Oyl of 
bitter Alwonds to be ufed once or twice in a day: but 
befides what (®elichiws records , the pradife being 
novel in Freland,and feldome ufed in Fwrope, I believe 
no difcreet man'will adventure bis credit, or the life 
of the fteR, thereupon; \but rather acqiiefce in the

by Eotallws, and Profper Alpinws, Cnot to mention 
others ) and attefted unto by a fuccefsful Experience, 
that ‘tis no longer a Controverfie. I have already 
fhewed that Phlebotomy doth not draw back the expel- 
ied matter: but promoteth tranf{piration , which is 
impeded by the maturation of the Pox, during the 
State : it wextilareth the blood, hindereth further 
putrefadion , and diminifheth that plewitude, which, 
whatever it be, is too muchfor debilitated Nature to 
govern : it reyelleth the impaéfed humours; or fuch as 
are flowing to any determinate part : fo that not only 
inthe aforefaid cafes; butifa new Feaver arife then, 
or any danger threaten the Patient in the declination 
( both which cafes often occurre)) Ido not fee whyit 
may not (oroxght mot) tobe done , whatever the pes 
ril be that may happen thereupon. Few there are 
but have fo much ftrength, asto beara fall evacua- 
tion by blood-letting : and he is unacquainted with his 
profijfioe , who hath not feen prodigious effids arile 
from a minute Phlebotomy. Our Writers do fufiicient- 
ly explainthe figzs by which we areto be aflured,W hee 
iher the Patient can bear Phlebotomy 3 and in what quan- 
titys which conjedfures if they be not duly pondered,

whenany fizisfer event doth enfue. And therefore I

OY inthe pernicious malignant Small Pox, it can be only 
one that is ancertaiz and fallacious; for when any 
Patient feels an uzexpeded alleviation, and fuch is 
grounded upon mo reafoz, there is notruft to be placed

“Te 
is no critical evacuation, becaufe /wch happen not at 
that time: and becaufeit befalleth the Patient tn the 
molt unfeafonable time of the Difeafe, when Nature is 
moft debilitated with the precedent Difeafe, and ought 
rather to teftifie figns of firength, then of further ims 
becifiitys it enforceth usto employ all thofe cares 
which a fymptomatical evacuation doth call for: and 
in this cafe, fince purging is dangerous, and affringents 
full of hezard, there feems.no way fo fafeas Phleboto- 
my duly adminiftred.

The R.eafons which have been urged already in the 
other times will many of them juftifiethe PraCitioner 
inthis > and nothingis more certain in Phyfick , than 
that the ufeof Phlebotomy is not indicated by the time 
of the Difeafe, Or contraindicated by any number of 
dayes, but by other motives : and that whenfoever it 
is neceflary upon any Wraency., nothing but want of 


firength doth repugne thereunto. 


It may perhaps be demanded, Whether upon the 
declination of the Smal Pox, if therebe any danger 
of an Asthma ot Confumption to be contracted, it 
be fafe to let blood, or in order to better conva- 
lefcency ¢ 

I profefsit may fafely and prudently be done for Re- 
vulfior, before the humours be more radicated and 
fetied there, and the Difeafe become i#curable: for 
this isan infallible fign that the Difeafe is not wef ter- 
minated: andthen thofe Rules which ‘oblige us not to 
intermeddle with any perfeé Cri{is, or indication, are 
infirm, concludeusnot. Oftentimes welee Rheuma- 
tifmes, and Botchesto enfue, and theyfhew.that all the 
morbifick, matter isnot ejeCed : Belides, inordertoa 
better convalefcence, if Phlebotomy have been omitted 
in the beginning, andthat the recovery 1s likely to be 
flow,\ think (and’tis faid to be the judgment of Avi- 
cenna) that itmay be done: andI have {een ra 
&tifed with a much more Aappy fuccefSthan eve 
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; 4 lome pit aicv he loata 
it to every mans jucagmeat to al as_ he pieale 5 and 
requeft only that they would not.condemn others of a 


different praidife from what they follow, 


After all this difcourfe of bleeding inthe Small Pox, 

I muft conclude withthis intimation, that in f/asdry 
cafes,and fome habits of body,’tis poflible that Phlebo-

tomy may be fupplied by Cuppixg-glaffes and Scarificas 
tion: andl profels, that were the Scarification of the 
Zigyptians (mentioned by Profper Alpinus, and fre- 
quently ufed amongft the Awnciexts ) admitted into 
our pradife, \ fhould frequently prefer them before any 
Phlebotomy: Beingin Jamaica 1 obferved that the 
Spanifh Negroes there did much ufe them ; and during 
my ficknefs of the Colick bilious,I had thecuriofity to 
have them tryed upon me inthe beginning. — I obfer- 
ved that they wereas indolent as Profber Alpinuws and 
Mannus dorelate them tobe: but xo blood alaoft enfu- 
edihereupon: whence they prefaged to mea long and 
violent ficknefs; faying, that all the water of my blood 
was tranflated out of the vezms into my bowels: yet I 
have feen them to extract one from another a pownd, or 
more, as they pleafed. 


ButT find my felf wearied with the profecution of 
this Letter; and the fickline® of the feafon permis

wherein Phlebotomy hath beenthe leading Remedy. 
The fick do frequently bleed at the Nofe, and Ex- 
rods, &c. and fincein diftempers of the Splecx I find 
Phlebotomy commended , ‘tis notto be denied in this 
cafe, without fome {pecial contra-indicant, which lam 
not yet acquainted with. 

Ithink I have in the precedent difcourfe enervated all 
that 44. N. hath walicioufly and ignorantly fuggefted 
againtt Phlebotomy: neither do I know one paffage in

been obferved, that fome perfons have hada double 
Cuticula. It is alfo certain, that the texture of the 
Cuticle may be fo changed , that thofe humors which 
iffuedthereout by way of infenfible tranfpiration, may 
be at fome times imtercepted and lodged in the skin 
and under the Epidermis: andif fo, Why may not that 
happen in'a determinate part, which does happen univer- 
fally ?

Baccius had {0 cauterifed his Apothecary, who was bit 
inthe Thumb, and that within half an hour after the 
bite, notwithftanding that, he fell into moft virulens 
vomitings, and other dangerous fymptomes, and had 
in all likelihood died, had not he been carefully at- 
tended and followed with Antidotes forty dayes ; 
Whatfoever is faid of fuch cauterifing , it firengthens 
the part, hinders affizx of humours, and their efflux 
alfo, whereby the vexomeis continued in the Body; 
but ‘tis our intention to evacuate it by the place bittex, 
as everyman knows. 


In the Cure it is obfervable,that the Man principally 
attributes his recovery to the Véper-wine 5 though I 
much doubt whether it would have been fo effeGu- 
al,had I not unceffantly adonniftred untohtm the AZ7x- 
tura fimpla, or until threw him intoa /weat. How- 
ever you fee that there is no fuch abfulute necefiity of
